After the day’s hum had ceased in the 
op, Jobn Real, by ission of the sheriff, 
entered the yard, Which, though it presents a 
cheerful a ce at daytime, at night is as 
gloomy as only a p yerd can be. The 

ioom was Only relieved by the two locomo- 

tive lanters over the prison ga at they 
showed that dreadful instrament which, with- 
in twelve brief hours, would cut short the 
earthly career of a young man, full of life and 
bope. The good’and faithful priest, Father 
Duranquet, who has made it the object of his 
life to comiort the dying and wicked, had 
taken such a lively wterest in the spiritual 
welfare of the doomed man, did not forsake 
him ip these trying times, and he was constant- 
ly by his side breatbing words of eternal trath 
ne consolation into bi ears, and giving 
such comfort as only the true believers 
in the Word of God can give. The rumors 
about an escape which for sevcral days had’ 
been rife were startea afresh during the even- 
ing. and even reached the ears of Real, but he 
denounced them in emphatic terms, re- 
maiking that nothing in the world could in- 
duce him to leave the prison in an unlawful 
menner, and thereby j ize the position 
of those who during the two long years of his 
incarceration had proven themselves ie 
friends.’ In conversation with the gentlemer 
in attendance, he »s what no‘‘bocrred was 
not deatb, but the “disyracefal manner in 
which he WAL" LO suffer; pot so much on his 
own etcount, but on aecouvt of those beloved 
bees whom he would leave behind. But 
he resigned timeelf to bie fate, 
and accepted death as a welceme visitor. 

One by one the visi'ors retired, and by 9 
o’ciock :ilepee reig.ed supreme within the 
prisep, only interrupted by the howlings 
of some crupken wretch who was inthe im- 
mediute vicinity of death.

Oue Flesh.

At seven o'clock yesterday morning 
the George H. Peary Lodge, No. 951, of 
the Independent Order of Good Templers, 
left pier No. 10 North river on two barges 
for an excursion to Alderney Park, New 
Jersey.. Accompaying these festive tee- 
totalers was a newly organized benevolent 
association, entitled the Manhattan Tribe, 
the members of which have a lodge on the 
corner of Hudson and Christopher streets, 
and who periodically delight the romantic 
youth of the locality addicted to dime nov- 
els with a sight ot their persons, decked 
in full Indian costume, and faces fiercely 
glowing with red paint. There bogus 
braves were headed by the most noble 
chief,’ J. C. Knapp, supported by the | 
vice-chief, F. Lawson.

A Description of Two Famous Cities. 
Cerrespoadence of the Courier-Journal.)

In these various canals, which are 
caused by the influx of the Adriatic, you 
see lipes of gondolas,@nd in the grand ca- 
na] sometimes ships are seen. The grand 
canal is the main channel—the main artery

| These gondolas are long, narrow boats, 


with one, two or more oars. They are 
painted black, and, as Lord Byron thought, 
are somewhat tunereal in their aspect. The 
oarsmen manage them with wonderful 
skill. AsI got off the cars at the station- 
house, I stepped into a gondola and was 
rowed up to my hotel. There are also 
public or omnibus gondolas that run to 
certain points for er fare, and all the 

ondolas, except private Ones, are com- 
ape to one fixed price. Private families, 
at least many private families, have gon- 
dolas with beautiful little cabins adorned 
with gilded mirrors, &c.
